Submissions must be no larger
than 16 x 20 inches. 

Entries must be packaged so that
they are easy to carry, transport
and display. 

All entries must be less than 300
words. 

Entries can be poems, lyrics,
essays, speeches, and short
stories. 

The entry must be typed or
printed legibly.
